tive Rainey of Illinois, a Democrat, and 
Representative Austin of Tennessee, a 
Republican, fought a wordy battle in 
the House today and exchanged bitter 
personalities.

Newly Enfranchised Women, 
New Citizens, 1,350,000. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—About 6,- 
000,000 new voters are expected to 
appear at the polls this year. Ac- 
cording to an estimate prepared here 
for the Republican National Com- 
mittee, there will be 3,650,000 male 
voters enfranchised by age alone, and 
1,360,000 women and newly natural- 
ized citizens, 

There will be 24,332,140 male vot- 
ers. The number of women is esti- 
mated at 1,667,000, making a total of 
approximately 26,000,000 persons who 
may vote for President. In 1908 there 
were 22,617,500 eligible voters, - and 
the number of votes cast was 14,- 
888, 442.

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Aug, 20,—

Jefferson Barracks Drill Master 
Finds Death in Same Way 
She Killed Self. 


BODY BESIDE HER GRAVE

William Toenyes Writes Letter 
to Dead Sweetheart Saying He 
Is Coming to Her. 





For the love of a girl who had killed 
herself for love of another man, Wii- 
liam Toenyes, a drillmaster in Recruit 
Company 16 at Jefferson Barracks, end- 
ed his life beside her grave in St. Pe- 


ter’s Cemetery, Tuesday. 

The girl was Pearl Leroy or Pearl 
Kaminski, who died July 2 from a draft 
of carbolic acid, swallowed because she 
feared she had lost the love of Frank 
B. Kehoe. 

‘Toenyes’ hopeless love for the young 
woman was told, on the day after her 
death, by the young soldier to Detective 
Kilker. It was told again in a letter 
which he wrote to Kilker just before 
going to the cemetery to end his life. 
and which led to the discovery of his 
body. 

“Happy Hour Has Come.” 

Kilker received the letter at police 
headquarters, by special delivery, short- 
ly before 10 a. m. The postmark showed 
it had been mailed at 7:40 a. m. in 
Wellston. The letter read: 

Dear Mr. Kilker—I guess I will 
surprise you, but I can’t help it. 
The happy hour has come, which I 
have been waiting for for some time. 

I will go to the sweetest little girl in 

all the world. I wish, and will thank 

you very much, if you will see that 
my remains will go to Jefferson Bar- 
racks right away. I will die at St. 

Peter’s Cemetery, at my dear gir!'s 

grave, number 766, section 12. 

I thank you a thousand times for 
what you have done. I gave the ring 
and all the things to her sister. iI 
belong to the Sixteenth Company, 
Jefferson Barracks. 

WILLIAM TOENYES. 

Good-by forever, your true frier.d, 
Will. Good-by again. 

Sexton Finds the Body. 

Kilker at once telephoned to the cem- 
etery, which is at Lucas and Hunt 
roads, a mile west of Wellston. The 
sexton in a few minutes reported that 
a man’s body was lying at the place 
named. A carbolic acid bottle was near. 

A letter addressed ‘‘To Whom It May 
Concern” lay on the ground. It con- 
tained expressions like those in the note 
to Kilker, with a few lines to the spirit 
of his dead sweetheart. 


At about the same time Constable 
Bode of Clayton got a telephone mes- 
sage from a woman who did not give 
her name, who said she had received a 
letter from Toenyes, telling of his pur- 
pose to kill himself jn St. Peter’s Cem- 
etery. Bode called up the cemetery and 
got the same information which had 
been given to Kilker. 


Grateful to Kilker. 

Kilker tola a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he first met Toenyes on the dav 
after Pearl Leroy’s death. The soldier 
called at headquarters to ask for pro- 
tection in a visit he meant to make 
to the girl’s room at 2816 Locust street. 
His purpose was to get certain articles 
which had belonged to her, and to take 
them to her sister,, Anna Kaminski of 
4415A North Twentieth street. He feared 
that Kehoe, with wnom the girl had 
been in love, might object to the remov- 
al of the articles. 

Kilker was sent with him, 
arranged that the articles should be 
turned over to him. Toenves seemed 
very grateful to Kilker, and promised 
to let him know how he got along. He 
said he had been in love with the girl. 

Inquiry at the barracks, after ths 
finding of Toenyes’ body, showed that 
he had not been there since last Friday. 
The penalty for so long an absence 
would have been a few days in the 
guardhouse, but his offense hardly con- 
stituted desertion, the officers said. 

He was 31 years old and came from 
Ill, Hie had been in the army 
four vears aid was considered a finely 
drilled soldier. 

Pearl Leroy smallowed carbolic acid, 
July 2, while sitting in an automobile 
run by Kehoe, a chauffeur. He told the 
police they had quarreled and she said 
at the hospital that she reproached him 
for having taken another woman riding. 
She died at the city hospital, a few 
hours after taking the poison.

Soon afterward 
Trumbo began to court Miss Agnes Ma- 
guire, a comely young florist in St. Jo- 
seph, and they were married last No- 
vember: He took his bride to Savan- 
nah to live in his fine residence there. 

Relatives of Trumbo’s first wife, who 
are said to have favored his union with 
Miss Tilson, never were reconciled to 
his marriage to Miss Maguire and they 
are said to have been largely responsi- 
ble for the investigation of his death 
Trumbo's wealth 1s estimated at $50,0, 
and the widow is the only hetr. 

Trumbo had lived in Andrew County 
half a century. For many years he 
was engaged in farming and 10 years 
ago he retired and moved to Savannah, 
where he became director of the Ex- 
change Bank. He was of a retiring dis- 
position until his first wife died. After 
that he took a decided Interest in social

Six brothers and five sisters are cut 
off without a pe-ny in the will of Adam 
W. Funk, which, as filed in the Pro- 
bate Court at Belleville, Tuesday, dis- 
poses of a small fortune, $8000 of which 
is to go for the perpetual beautifying 
of a private cemetery, and a consider- 
able sum for good roads near his home. 

Funk, 53 years old, a bachelor. farmer, 
died last week at the home of his twin 
brother. George W. Funk, near Mascou- 
tah, where he had iived several years. 
He was one of 12 children, who some 
time ago received 160 acres of land each 
from their father, Adam Funk, now 8% 
years old and living near Mascoutah. 


Provides for Tombstone, 
The will provides that Funk’s real es- 


state, 120 acres of farming land, worth 
at least $19 an acre, shall be sold and 
that $890 of the proceeds” shall be 
turned over to E. R. Hagist and Gus- 
tav J. Scheze as trustecs, and the in- 
come from it be devoted perpetually to 
ihe beautifying of the Funk Cemetery 
in Freeburg Township, a private, one- 
acre burial ground. 

For a tembstone for Funk, $20 is 
provided. In case of death or disability 
ot either Hagist or Scheze, the Judge 
of the Probate Court fs to appoint trus- 
tees and maintain a perpetual trustee- 
ship. 

The will then declares that “my 
brothers and sisters, never having tak- 
en any interest in my welfare,” shall 
not participate in the estate.

The janitor, however, declared no 
wires had been found there after tne 
departure of Charcot, who left the piace, | 
he said, Saturday night.

Mrs. Frank Steeg, chairman of the 
club’s Philanthropic Committee told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the com- 
mittee has long felt that it should take 
some practical part in the work of 
shielding and aiding young girls. 

No Police Court Parole Officers, 

“We found,” said Mrs. Steeg, ‘that 
girls more than 16 years were not under 
the jurisdiction of the Juvenile Court, 
though there are many girls of 17 who 
need protection quite as much as their 
younger _ sisters. Our investigation 
showed us that there are no parole of- 
ficers in the police courts. There is no 
middle ground between the Juvenile 
Court and the police tribunals. A girl 
of more than 16, if arrested, must fave 
trial as a criminal. She is no longer 
regarded as a child. 

“It is our idea that we clubwomen 
can supply the places of Police Court 
parole officers and thereby greatly aid 
in the administration of justice.”’

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BORAH ASSURES. 
SENATE NO CAESAR 
MENACES THE U.S 


Speaks Against Proposal to 
Limit Presidents to One 
Term. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.~—-Senator 
Borah of Idaho, fn the Senate today, 
spoke against the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution, limiting the presi- 
dential term to six years and making 
the President ineligible for re-election. 
He said he would like to know wnat 
there was in the present situation which 
should prohibit a man serving his coun- 
try so long as his acts and character 
commanded the support and approval 
of the majority of his countrymen. 

He asked if anything had yet trans- 
pired in the more than one hundred 
years’ experience that would indicate 
that the present plan of government was 
defective and expressed doubt that the 
supposed defects of the plan would be 
eliminated by the proposed change. 

“No one knows until a man has buen 
an incumbent in that great office (the 
presidency) in what manner he will 
meet its great responsibilities or how 
wisely he may exercise its great power,’ 
said Senator Borah. “But at the end 
of four years the record lies open +> 
all. The wisdom or want of wisdom, 
the poise or want of poise, the under- 
standing or the lack of understanding. 
the duties of the office—everything 
which a thoughtful and considerate 
people, engaged in tho grave task of 
choosing a chief magistrate need to 
know can be known.

When Moynihan died two years 
persons who had been acquainted with 
him for years thought they knew these 
facts about him: 

He was a bachelor. 

He had little or no money. 

His nearest and only known relatives 
were persons living in Ireland whoin 
he had visited on several occasions. 

But these persons found immediately 
that they had been mistaken in an ini- 
portant particular. He was not a poor 
bachelor. Instead he was worth $0,060 
in bonds. Immediately heirs sprang up 
and the Public Administrator, ihe 
Mayor and the Chief of Police began to 
receive letters from all parts of the 
world from alleged sons and daughters, 
brothers and _ sisters, uncles, aunls, 
cousins and widows who .proudly 
claimed kinship with Moynihan. 

The letters were from England, [fre- 
tand, Russia and Australia and if they 
were to be believed Moynihan tust 
have deserted a dozen wives, abandoned 
scores of children, turned his back won 
half a hundred brothers and sisters and 
overlooked several hundred nephews, 
nieces and cousins. 

Apart from the known and admitted 
relatives of Moynihan in Ireland the 
most noteworthy ‘“‘heirs’’ who have ap- 
peared are the man who says he is a 
son of Moynihan and the Lawrence, 
Mass., woman who says she is a cousin. 


Mystery in Letter ‘To a Son.” 

There is one mysterious letter, alleged 
to have been written by Moynihan 
bringing to light a new ‘“‘son,’’ which ‘t 
is not likely will be produced at the 
trial. Fred Albers,* the hotel keeper 
with whom Moynihan lived the last nine 
years of his life, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter about this ‘“‘letter to a son.’’ 

“The letter was brought to me,’’ said 
Albers, “by an attorney from ano*he- 
state. I do not recall the contents of 
the letter but I remember that it closed 
in this fashion: 

‘From your father, Jerry Moynihan. 
My address is 2100 North Broadway.’ ”’ 

“IT pointed out to the attorney that %n 
the date which tue letter bore, Moyni- 
han was living at my hotel at 2022 
North Broadway. The hotel at 2100 
North Broadway was built a long time 
after the date on the letter.’’ 

Jerry Moynihan was an_=-° eccer.tric 
character, the possessor apparently of 
two natures. Some knew him only us a 
Dr. Jekyll and others only as a Mr. 
Hyde. * None of them knew him very 
well. In Ireland he was the “rich Mr. 
Moynihan of America,’ the soul of be- 
nevolence and generosity, dispensing 
gifts with the liberality of a Santa 
(Claus. In fact, it was at Christmas time 
that Moynihan took particular delight 
in forwarding money to poor relatives 
in Ireland, with which they might raise 
the mortgages on their homes. 


Charities Were Hidden. 


But none of his St. Louis acquaint- 
ances knew anything of what he was 
doing in Ireland except the officers of 
the bank through which he made the 
advances. ‘Here some knew him as the 
tight-fisted miser Moynihan. Others as 
a well meaning but close old man with 
but little means to get along On. 

In the last nine or ten years of his 
life Moynihan had not worked at any- 
thing. He was about 80 years old when 
he died. At one time he had been the 
Criver of an express wagon, and for 
awhile he appears to have had a team 
of his own, with which he appears to 
have done contracting work on a small 
scale. Since it has become known that 
he was wealthy, some persons have 
sald that he amassed the pile by rum- 
maging in ash pits and barrels for junk, 
which he sold, when not otherwise en- 
gaged. But such habits do not appear 
consonant with known ‘traits of his 
character.

Moynihan passed the declining years of 
his life, recalled Tuesday for a Post- 
Dispatch reporter hitherto sravealsa 
characteristics: 

“He was extremely fastidious about 
his person and in his habits. But he 
tad mere contradictory characteristics 
than - any person whom I have ever 
known,”’ said Albers. 

Sparing in Treating Friends. 

“We have always had a bar at the 
hotel, but only on three or four occa- 
sions can JI remember of, Moynihan 
ever having bought a drink for anyone. 
Even those few times it was not on 
his own initiative that he did it. Bach 
case was the same, and I remember 
the circumstances well. A person called 
to see him. The visitor invited Moyni- 
han into the bar to have a drink. He 
accepted and then bought one in re- 
turn. That was the end of it in each 
instance 

“Otherwise I cannot remember ever 
having seen him spend, lend or give 
away a nickel. Yet I never. regarded 
him as a miser, and it was only a year 
before he died that'I learned he had a 


considerable amount of money.” 
Mrs. Albers told how they first learned 


that Moynihan had money. 

“T was sitting out in front of the 
hotel with him one evening and I asked 
him if he had never been married.

Roosevelt denies that he knew of Archbold’s gift 
to his celebrated campaign fund, to which Pen- 
rose testifies. Roosevelt has previously main- 
tained that Standard Oil sent $100,000, which he 
ordered sent back. But both of these denials are 
essentially quibbles. . 

Roosevelt cannot deny that he made George W. 
Cortelyou his collector in 1904 any more than he 
can deny that George W. Perkins is his collector 
now. He cannot deny that his purpose 
in making a collector of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, who had supervisory power 
over corporations, was to get money from the 
corporations. It would hardly be plausible to 
deny that Standard Oil was expected to con- 
tribute. 

The ghostly scandal of Roosevelt’s 1904 fund 
will not down for the reason that the beneficiary 
has strenuously resisted every effort to penetrate 
its mystery. Although pretending to favor cam- 
paign fund publicity, he has refused every chal- 
lenge to disclose the names of the corporate giv- 
ers and the amounts of their gifts. The truth 
has come by piecemeal, as here and there the 
facts outcrop. Gov. “Odell and Senator Penrose 
are the most recent contributors to the long- 
drawn out story. 

It is a pertinent story at this time, and occa- 
sions vital questions. Why did the Standard Oil 
Co., through its agent, Boles Penrose, give thou- 
sends to Roosevelt’s fund? 

Why did George W. Perkins, of Morgan & Co., 
and of the Harvester Trust contribute? 

Why did Morgan, of the Steel Trust, contribute 
heavily? 
Why did Stotesbury, a partner of the “Morgan 
interests so friendly” io Roosevelt, contribute? 
Why did Henry C. Frick contribute? 

Why did Harriman, Czar of the railroad realm, 
give $240,000 to Roosevelt’s fund? 

What accounted for the Beef Trust’s benevo- 
lence? 

What explained the all around graciousness 
and generosity of giant corporations in 1904— 
which moved Judge Parker to exclaim a few days 
before election, driving Roosevelt into a rage, 
“the trusts are furnishing the money with which 
they hope to control the election”? 

The donors had every reason to feel sure that 
Roosevelt would permit monopoly to flourish in 
the United States as it had never flourished be- 
fore. Their highest expectations were more than 
realized. 

Not only did their man in the executive chair 
recommend no tariff legislation during his term, 
but he gave active aid and encouragement to 
monopoly in many ways. 

He refused to prosecute the Sugar Trust. He 
forbade the prosecution of the Harvester Trust. 
The Beef Trust was perfected during his adminis- 
tration with a 30 per cent advance in prices. His 
prosecution of the Beef Trust was abortive, and 
but a pretense. He personally licensed the United 
States Steel Corporation to absorb its chief com- 
petitor, the $100,000,000 Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Co. 

In fine, during his whole term, the number of 
unlawful business combinations increased from 
149, with roughly three billions of capitalization, 
to the number of 10,000, with approximately thirty 
billions capitalization. 

Vast wealth from concealed sources again pours 
in to Roosevelt. His recent primary campaign 
resulted in the expenditure of the largest sum for 
the selection of delegates ever known. Morgan’s 
man, Perkins, has financed and is financing the 
third party movement. 

Is it singular that the trusts should again 
secretly support the candidacy of this man? His 
platform not only does not threaten their tariff 
irtrenchments, but he offers to validate and li- 
cense the trusts and their active operations 
through a commission of “regulation” having 
power to fix rates; and he further offers them 
immunity from prosecution. He cannot be elected 
this year. But can there be any other reasonable 
conclusion than that Theodore Roosevelt is the 
future hope of the trusts? 
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Emperor Francis Joseph, at 82, regularly ab- 
sorbing cucumbers as a favorite article of daily 
diet, cannot be regarded as other than a menace 
to the American humorist and the American joke 
industry. 
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If American women are not aware of the so- 
licitude with which they are regarded by all the 
political parties, they will know all about it 
before the end of the present campaign. The 
probability that women are to be an important

The enormities of the textile schedule differ 
from those of many other schedules only in de- 
gree. In practically all, the effect of inordinate 
protection is inordinate and unnecessary increase 
in the price to the public. 

But 2 per cent of the cotton goods used in this 
country is imported. Does the foreigner pay the 
tax? Clothing is a heavy item in living ex- 
penses. When a duty enables two or three times 
the amount of such duty to be added to manu- 
facturing cost, can it be denied that the tariff is 
not only an important, but a leading factor in 
the burdensome cost of living.

This is a great 
movement, its purpose being to induce the people 
of St. Louts to buy at the retail stores of the city 
g00ds manufactutfed in this city. I approve it in 
all but one particular and that is that it should 
be made to extend over the whole of the fifty- 
two weeks of every year. 

It is an acknowledged fact that the big manu- 
facturing plants of this city turn out as fine—in 
many cases finer—goods as are made in any city 
in the world. They are right as to style, finish 
and quality. Their price is as low or lower be- 
cause we do not pay freight on them. 

Yet, big manufacturers of this city of shoes 
and clothing and milHnery and women’s gar- 
ments say that they have heavier sales in towns 
in Texas or Fiorida or the Dakotas than they 
have at home, 

I am not blaming St. Louis people, only re- 
minding them that every nickel they spend in 
this city for goods manufactured here helps to 
pay the salary or wages or piece work earnings 
of people who are their neighbors and friends 
and who spend every cent of it right here at 
home. 

Who gets this? Why you and I—the butcher, 
the baker, the candlestigk maker, the grocer, the 
hardware man, the doctor and the dentist—we all 
get our share. 

Let everybody in St. Louis during the coming 
week ask for—demand if necessary—goods made 
right here at home by home people who spend 
their earnings with home people in home stores, 
And, let’s make it a 52 weeks a year affair.
